nod would cetermine it. To this the Magiftrates 
anfwer, That they adhere to their former Propofals, 
b-caule, they think, if there be not a Confent of all 
Parties concerned, it muft involve them further, 
and, at once, cut them off from having Kedrels 
either in « Civil or Ecclefiatical Court : They fay 
further, That they are willing to confer with the 
Presbytery, and fertle fome Plan, which may be
